During the growing season 
the myooUutn of the Phytopllioro miiy 
be found In tho diHCiised stems and 
loaves; and, if ihoro hesulllclcnt moist- 
ure in the air. tlio eonidia or sum- 
mer aporos aro produced by myriads 
upon tbe diseased vines.

Of iiourso, rich farmers* 
daughters rarely sii'k employment 
away from home. To sum It all up. It 
Is generally the lovo of lincry thoy can 
not get oil the farm that imiuecs coun- 
try girls to seek employment iu tho 
cities. 

It is tho mother's fault, if fault it 

can be called, which leads her to do 
the worst jiart of the household work. 
She wants her ilanglilor to have u good 
time while she is youn;,.- and can enjoy 
the pleasures of young iieojile.

spores, although the direct breaking 
dow n of till' tissues is generally jieeoni- 
jilislied by bacteria and Aseoi)i^eelutis 
fungi, 

Undoubtedly, tho myoelium of Phy- 

(opthora may grow down through tbo 
stalk and thus reach tho tubers, but 
this has never been proven. Tlio 
tubers are oiMlinarily infected hy 
tho eonidia, which may bo 
washed into the toil by rains, or oap- 
rlod down by small animals. A wet 
rot of the tubers does not always fol- 
low tbelp Infeotton, Very often the 
only indlrntlons of tho dlsoaso are 
some superficial discoloratlons of tho 
tubers, in those we hove the mycelium 
of the fungus. Certain oondltions 
favoring rot are boyond oontrol of tho 
farmer. He can not prermt warm, 
wet weather; but by planting upon dry 
ground, and by using tho greatest caro 
in the selection of tubers for iilanting, 
be may greatly illmlnish the severity 
of tho rot. Xo tubers having ilm-k 
spots or blotches upon their surface, 
or which look brown or black in places 
when out open, should be planted, 
(julck-giowiag torts ' an probably 
safest. 



FACTS FOR FARMERS. 

— ^Tho pigs will bo most thrifty It 
kept in ideon, dry pons ami well lii- 
tol-ed, Imlwlll inake more weieht on 
less food if thoy liuvo a run on ii clover 
lot. 

— To cnrleh liuid that Is poor wo 
must have manure, or ita equivalent in 
vogotablo matter, or apply plont food 
In some shape to Induce the growth of 
vugututiou. 

— I'se jiarls green as boon as the po- 
tutohe. lle, ^hall have appear.-d, and 
not ]i()slpouo the appliiMlioii, as deloy 
would be favorable to the booties. 
Hiey should bo kept down from tho first' 
appearance. 

■ Tholt;!i-ii is lin plac ' f-'i- -i lo'ii. 
J^iiys a c:ii-efiil fanner. He is rielil. If

but it is not ndvisablo to place too 
many in a single hea]). 

— If wheat iniist hillow oats or bar- 
ley, the best, i>repai-atioii no far as 
tiUuge ia coiieerned, ia plowing, with 
core to turn stubble under, thon fre- 
quent cultivation to tho depth of two 
or throe inches (not moro) the- last 
Work, harrowing thoroughly to make 
U good seed bed. 

— Tor growing cm-miibers. s(]iiashes 
or similar jilniits put sawdust or roli. ii 
wood about them, I'hoso who havo 
never tried ououmberson strung bushy 
stakes like poo sticks w)ll be surpriaeA; 
to note how they enjoy it. Tomatoes 
do better trained to stout sticks than 
any other v.ay. 

— Plant beet, carrot and parsniji seed 
early, so us not only to get ahi-iul of 
the gitiss, but to give plenty of tiiuu 
for growth. The most important mat- 
ter with such crops is to have a pi'r- 
fectly-fine, rich, I'leim s.-ed-bed, ami to 
use plenty of seed. Th.- .-. ed is 

In gurminating, and oftuii foils to spi-uui 
ul nil. 

—In cleaning up groin for market. If 
tho work is done properly, there will 
be nothing left in tho bcreeiiings but 
the M ods of weeds. These should bo 
burned, l^veii if there are o few im- 
])crfoet grains among tho BCroonlngs, 
fHi'iners can not ufToid ta. feed tb« 
whole to stxiek, und thilS get weed Bcedt' 
into their manure heaps. Screenings 
are mostly given to poultry. This is 
finother cause of loss, for they will eat 
liialiy weed seeds wliieli are injurious, 
mill oftt-n stop them from laying. 

— C'ottlo are frequently tiouliled 
with sore feet froin standing in filthy 
Btables or muddy yards. To provwit 
it keep tho sliible floor and yards dry 
and clean. To euro tho feet WOHhtbem- 
witli w .'u-m water and carbolic soap. 
Break all blisters and scabs ami got it 
clean, raw siii-faco. Thou ujiply car- 
bohttod vtiselino or cosmollue, ini.xed 
w ith enough acetate of copper (verdt> 
gria) to make' the •ointment' green, 
Ihinilngo the feet, passing a pwt of It 
thlfuigh tho cleft. Ke -p the feet dry. 

— It Is not an infl r.,uelit l-eiiKirl: that 
pigs are not worth as nin. li at si:-; 
months old an they were at six w eeks 
of age. This is true only of the pigs 
that hove hod hni>-haznrd care, have 
bi-en dwarfed and Btuiitotl. Of all tho 
live stock iu the world the stunted hog 
or pig is tlie harih'st to bring ont. 
Ci-owdiDg feed Into tiieiii seems a.s use- 
less us jiouring water into the ocean. 
It miiko.s no ligpreislun. t'O as be- 
tween 0 i;ruwine pig of six weeks and 
a dwarfed pig of six months tho former 
is tho most profltable animal.

Hut moiiern processes have luodei-ii- 
ized dairy labors, leo Und i.-old-wator 
setting have done away with tho old- 
foshlonod poilor eomblnatioi), and ho^ 
enabled tho furmor's wife to huvu 
perfect cluitiiliiiuas. If sho will, in small 
i-ompnss. And as good butter may 
be miulo from a herd of five or ten 
cows us from ono lorgor, if only tho 
quality of oloonlluoss and coolness Is 
kept oonstantlyJn mind, 

Uut nowadays co-operative dairy- 
ing is coming to tho front. The fnrnier 
with fivo or tweiify-tlve cows has only 
to furnish tho milk to tho factory, and 
all till- tixtui-t-s hoiiig of tho lirst-clo-ss, 
tho pi odiiei of eoursu Commonds tho- 
highesl market price. 

These 00-operative dairies ore largely 
being extended in the New Knglund 
Ktiites. 'They havo gained 11 strong 
foothold ill somo portions of tho West, 
Tlio st'oekholiIei-H ure the initrons, aa 
di^linuoiished from factories, where 
tbo milk or cream is simply 
sold to tho fiwlorios for .- - 
much mouey. Kvery man or woman 
is not only interested in having tho 
milk pure and of high quality, but in- 
terested Iu knowing that of their 
neighboring st^a-kholders ibi the sitme. 
There is 110 cobwebby milk room, no 
tubaoco-smoklng pipes and no wc^try 
housewife doing trend-mill service 
with the bunds over tho old barrel, 
dash-churn. 

Tho old-fashioned dash-churn makes 
as good butler as the best, but It Is 
weary work. Science has done fully 
a. much for the dairy as it .l>Ba.lit«a|c- 
other department of agriculture. As 
good butter may be mado in n ottsun, ' 
wcll-ventilutcd cellar as any where 
else, in o common way, but there Is 
too nuK-h hard work over the old way. 
1'ho world moves, and dairying has ' 
moved with It. It is, like tho old ' 
oukeu bucket, poetical, but fast be-

jiology, ia of great Interest to the arch- 
aeologist and Bnthro|>alo^'ist. It is nut 
to be remarked so much fur the number 
ot Its apoclmens, nor yet for their beauty 
and rarity, thonith there are some of 
iMith, as i I is for the information It give? 
and the basin it forms fur our knowIeil;;ii 
nf the existence and geographic distrihu- 
I inn of the prehistoric man, and ot his 
manners and customs. 

Tiiere ure six lonn cases, placed end to 
end, iiiicniled to represeul the stream ot 
time during the prehistoric ages oC man. 
These caaes are divided longitudinally to 
npreaent the dlllerent conntrlea ot the 
world with greater or less particularity, 
-tireat Britain Is at tho top, then France 
and lleluinui, Italy, Switzerland, the 
Scjuiiliuavian countries, Asia, .\frieii, 
tlceanico, and at the bottom the L'uited 
States ot America. 

The caaea are divided perpendlcnlarly 
—that ia, across the stream of time into 
thevarioiu epocha ot human dviii/ ition 
during the prchUtorlo ages. In tlio di- 
vision ot this civilisation in the countries 
ot 'Western Kurope, Mr. Wilson has fol- 
loweil the iioiie iielaiure of M. de Mor- 
tlilit.iitit Ml Ilie V. ill, lu display haa pnr- 
sneil the ri eii,4iilzL>d divlaioa ol the ages 
of Btiiiie, bronze and iron. Tin stonaage 
is diviiied into tho two perioda — paleo 
lithic, the mure ancient, and neolUhic, 
the more moilern period. Tlie tlrst or 

epiii li of tills periiid Is nan 
Chelleen, afl. T l!i.- Sl.itioii of Clii lles, 

the Hiver Seine, a lew miles east of 
I'aris. 

Tlie man nf this epoch mode and used 

but one ilnpleniefit. 

Tills was i^enerallv iii:i le of Mint, lull 
he also employed uny other Im al stunu 
which would chip to suit his purpose. 
The man ot thissKe never knew that by 
rubbinij one Btniie au'ailist another tin y 
could be sliarpeliril ami liroii;;lil lo lui 
edge. His sole miaie of prncciiiiru was 
by chipping— that la, striking it off in 
Hakes by blows iintll the implement as- 
snmed the proper form anil coiiilitton. 

Theimplements beloii^lni^ In the paleo- 
lithic period from (ireat liritain are 
toniid only in th3 eastern and southern 
portion, from Norfolk around to Ilevoii- 
shire and Land's Knd. They lia\'e been 
found in (and are exhibited fronn every 
ipiarter of I'raiiee and Soiitliern It I 
i;iuin; from Italy in all ils parts, mol 
from Spain auil I'ortii^al. They have 
not been found in Northern England, in 
Scotland, Wales nor Northern Ireland. 
They have not been fonnd in Norlherii 
Belgium nor llollainl. nor in the Scandi- 
navian countries, not in tliat portion of 
I iermany bordering on the Baltic, nor In 
Northern Russia. These countries wore 
possibly covered at that epoeh with ^:la- 
ciers, or jiossilily by the i^re.il North .^ii-a. 
These implements tiave been found in 
Asia, in Palestine, in India from Bom- 
bay to Calcutta, In Camlaidla, and in 
.lapan; in Africa all aloiii; tlie sliorca of 
the -Mediterranean ami up the valley of 
the Nile. I'ri.f. II. W. Ilaynes, ot Bos- 
loll, s<.'iiri lieil for anil found them, al- 
most by the hninlrcd, at the city of 
Luxor, tho site of the ancient city of 
Thebes, and they hnvo been fonnd from 
Ihence Boutli wherever snunht, to the 
rape of (loo'l Hope. The man of this 
epocli also iii!rilii!i',i tlie I'liited .Slates. 
The moat celebrat.-d and satisfactory 
finds have been tho.saof I)r. Abbott, ot 
Treiitnn, N. .1.; of Miss Babbitt, at Lit- 
tle l ulls, Minn., and of Dr. Charles K. 
.Metz, of MadlsuuTllle, ot Iioveland. Iliim- 
iiton county. These finds have been of 
Impleineots in the river gravels varying 
at a depth from the aurtoee down to
